Natural Gas Rates. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE company which I represent is a 
subscriber to the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. I have been interested in your 


various articles and editorials relative to. 


natural gas for St. Louis. 

Before me is the editorial which ap- 
peared in the Post-Dispatch on July 23. 
entitled, “The Cost of Natural Gas.’) This 
article states: 

It is not at all reasonable that the 
cost of delivering gas is the same 
throughout the length of the pipe line 
stretching nearly 1000 miles from the 
Texas fields to the cities of Lilinois. 

This is true. It does not cost as much 
to deliver gas a mile from the wells as 
it does 1000 miles away. ° 

It is also reasonable to suppose that if 
the price were fixed in accordance with 
the cost of gas at various points along 
the pipe line, the price at the end of the 
pipe line might be so great that its use 
would be prohibitive. 

The company which I represent owns 
and operates natural gas distributing 
plants located in some 175 communities 
in Oklahoma, Kansas, Missouri and Ne- 
braska. If we had to pay a price at Falls 
City, Neb., calculated upon the cost of 
delivering gas to that point, it would be 
necessary greatly to increase the price to 
the domestic customers in Falls City. 

In a case which we appealed from the 
decision of the Kansas Public Service 
Commission, arising from an application 
we made to increase the rates at El- 
dorado, Kan., the commission has taken 
the position before the three-Judge Dis- 
trict Court that the rates for gas at the 
town border should not be zoned, but 
should be the same for all communities, 
regardless of their distance from the 
source of supply. 

I presume it is natural that you have 
fallen into the error of stating in your 
editorials that the price of gas in Kansas 
City is 90 cents to the domestic custom- 
ers because you probably got your infor- 
mation from the Kansas City Star. It is 
sot true that our rates in Kansas City

States have adopted the American Weld- 


ing Society building code permitting 
welding of structural stecl. The United | 
States Navy has accepted electric welding 
in such high stressed structures as the 
boilers on three late model battle cruis- 
ers now under construction. Germany 
constructed and recently launched an all 
electric welded battleship of 10,000 tons. 

Electric welding has been approved by 
marine as well as structural engineers, 
Electric welding has been used in numer- 
ous mill type buildings in the vicinity 
of St. Louis. Bridges and cranes for 
lifting have been constructed using elec- 
tric welding exclusively. No one firm is 
the proponent of structural welding, but 
numerous engineers and large engineer- 
ing firms are equipped to erect buildings 
by this method.

HE United States Steel Corporation's 

second quarter report, issued Tuesday, 
reflects a critical state in the steel industry. 
The nation’s major industrial corporation 
earned from operations practically no re- 
turn at all on its capital—a mieager $250,- 
000—against dividend requirements on the 
preferred stock alone of $6,300,000. But 
for the sale of a subsidiary, almost the 
entire preferred stock dividend would have 
had to be paid out of the company’s sur- 
plus. That surplus is still substantial, but 
from every indication it will have to be 
drawn upon again for common stock divi- 


dend payments for the current quarter and 


probably for preferred dividends as well. 

The directors recommended “salary” re- 
ductions, without referring to wages, and 
this must mean that the corporation will 
seek to avoid reduction in wage scales for a 
while longer. Opinions diverge sharply on 
the merits of a wage reduction policy. 


To the Steel Corporation directors cannot 
be imputed a lack of wisdom in reducing 
the dividend on the cOmmon stock. The 
most unfortunate aspect of the case is that 
for several years the public had been edu- 
cated to expect that the $7 rate had become 
permanent and invulnerable to the assaults 
of any business depression, however severe 
or prolonged, because of the huge cash re- 
serve which the corporation had accumu- 
lated. No dividend rate has been watched 
by more people than ‘Steel common’'s” and, 
in consequence, the moral effect of the re- 
duction may be more serious than it should 
be. 

A general deduction much heard is that 
the action of the directors of the Steel 
Corporation indicates that they see no in- 
provement ahead in the stecl trade in the 
near future. Even that, however, may be 
fallacious, in view of the fact that the cor- 
poration is now operating virtually on a 
non-profit basis and that the common divi- 
dend at the $7 rate requires $61,000,000 a 
year. No corporation could safely deplete 
itse cash reserve at such a rate in order 
to maintain a “consistent’’ dividend policy, 
desirable as such a policy may be. Busi- 
ness may pick up very soon, yet it would 
not be conservative for the directors of the 
Steel Corporation to gamble on it with the 
corporation's cash reserve. 
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Prolongation of the depression inevitably 
means the shaking down of dividend pay 
ments by the strongest corporations, al- 
though some will last longer than others, 
Owing to the strong cash surplus position 
reached by many companies prior to 1934, 
the cutting of dividends was postponed. It 
is estimated that last year total dividend 
disbursements in this country exceeded 
those of 1929 by some $2,000,000,000. But 
in 1931, the effects of the depression have 
been felt by shareholders in general. In 
the first half of the present year, there 
were 521 dividend cuts, as compared with 
114 in the first half of 1930, while there 
were 610 omissions, as compared with 292 
in the corresponding period. 

Of importance is the effect of dividend 
cuts and omissions on the purchasing power 
of the country. More people are sharehold- 


"ee 


ers in corporations than ever before. The 
number of owners of “Steel common” has 
actually increased since the market crasi 
of 1929. Yet, compared with other realized 
income. the income from cash dividends in 
the United States is small—only 7.91 per 
cent of the total in 1928. Let us note that 
wages and salaries. on the other hand. com- 
prise per cent of the income of the 
American people. It is evident that while 
reductions in the American people's income 
from dividends must have some effect on 
the country’s purchasing power as a whole, 
reductions in salaries, and particularly in 
wages, are bound to have a much pro- 
founder effect. 

That the economic importance of keeping 
up wages is appreciated by the directors of 
the Steel Corporation may be inferred from 
their policy hitherto. The pressure may 
soon force wage reductions, if the corpora- 
tion is to hold its business from competi- 
tors. , Yet the prestige of this corporation 
is sO great as an industria! leader that the 
whole wage scale of American industry 
would probably slump if the Steel Corpora- 
tion should set the example. This general 
subsidence may be unavoidable before a 
real turn for the better occurs. Yet, if it 
does occur, the country’s purchasing power 
will be seriously impaired. 
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The National Industrial Conference 
Board’s research bureau has reported that 
the average carnings of labor since October, 
1929, because of part time, enforced vaca- 
tions and such wage cutting as has been 
done, have declined 20 per cent, in com- 
parison with a fall of 13 per cent in the 
cost of living. This depression has already 
reduced the purchasing power of labor, be- 
cause the cost of living has not yet fallen 
to correspond to the shrinkage in labor's 
earnings. 

The current argument for wage reduc- 
tions based on the fall in the prices of 
commodities needs to be modified: at least. 
The situation confronting labor differs from 
the situation 10 years ago, inasmuch as, in 
the depression of 1921, prices fell so fast 
and far that wage labor’s real earnings 
were greater when the depression was at its 
worst than they had been before it began. 

The purchasing power of the whole wage 
earning group can be maintained in a 
period of wage cutting only in tase the cost 
of living falls to a corresponding degree. 
Perhaps commodity prices will continue to 
fall, but sooner or later that must stop for 
good in order that the constructive eco- 
nomic forces may again dominate the scene.

Espil is the voungest Ambassador in the 
capital. He is liked partly for his attractive- 
ness and easy laugh and not a little because 
he ts looked to for the thrills that arise 
He is a thorn that scratches 
the monotonous surface of Washington 
suavity. and Washington applauds him fer 
doing it.

Duties of Police Chief. 

A significant chapter of the sup- 
plemental report deals with the 
Police Chief—what he commonly is 
and what he should be in order to 
fulfill the complex duties of his 
office. This section of the report 
is by August Vollmer, who writes, 
as the commission points out, from 
‘a wealth of practical experience, 
He reorganized the Police Depart- 
ment of San Diego in 1917 and that 
of Los Angeles in 1923-24.

Sex Education 


F it is not to be the stork or the 
[sector's satchel, then the answer 

to the child's questions should be 
based on good teaching and sound 
facts. 

The emotional state of the parent 
is easily transmitted to the child. 

And so a parent who faces chil- 
dren's questions about sex with em- 
barrassment will soon have the 
children feeling the same way 
about it. They will then turn to 
other and less trustworthy sources. 

A question cannot be answered 
effectively unless properly under- 
stood. 

Adults seldom understand chil- 
dren's questions. They understand 
the words but not the scope or in- 
tent of the question. At one and 
the same time they see in the 
child’s inquiry too much and too 
little. 

Where did the world come from, 
or the sun, or the stars are ques- 
tions that do not call for a reply 


‘containing an exposition of the 


theories of creation. 

Nor does the query as to where 
the baby comes from demand a de- 
tailed exposition of conception and 
pregnancy. 

Asa general rule the child's ques- 
tion should be taken at tts signifi- 
cance, and answered accordingly. 

Often the question merely repre- 
sents the child’s effort to under- 
stand simple (and, at the same 
time, profound) relations. 

- Answers which are too involved 
more often confuse than help the 
child. 

A tendency noted in such sex ed- 
ucation in the endeavor to hide 
one’s embarrassment by answering 
children’s questions with illustra- 
tions taken from flowers, birds, 
rabbits and the like. 

These tactics are worthless. It 
takes an adult intelligence and an 
uncommon knowledge to see and 
understand the relation of the sex 
organs of the flower to the simple 
question, “Where did baby come 
from?”
